Monday evening, January 18th, the West- 
ern Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
will be host to Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
and exhibitors attending the Denver show 
at a dinner at the Cosmopolitan Hotel.

Too 
few Aberdeen-Angus heifers are available 
for a man to get into commercial black cat- 
tle production on a sizable scale. 


Fortunately a battery of good Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls is the quickest and most prac- 
tical way of getting into the production of 
black feeder calves. The prepotency of an 
Aberdeen-Angus bull in siring calves of ex- 
cellent beef type, hornless and black, is back 
of this Western interest in Aberdeen-Angus. 
Also a considerable factor, in many cases, 
is that heifers of other breeds can be bred 
to an Aberdeen-Angus bull at an earlier age 
than they can be bred to bulls of their own 
breed. There is little calving trouble with 
these black calves and there are Western 
range men who gain almost a year in get- 
ting a calf crop by the use of this system.

bulls in the West does not mean that any 
black bull will do. Western range men, 
more than commercial cattlemen of any oth- 
er section, realize the fact that it takes 
good bulls to sire good feeder calves. The 
difference between $10.00 calves and $14.00 
calves represents the difference in the qual- 
ity of the bulls that have been used. These 
Western men are used to paying good prices 
for their bulls—but they want them good 
and they know good cattle. In many in- 
stances their average investment in range 
bulls is more per head than many pure bred 
breeders are willing to spend. But they 
know that an inch off the legs of a calf puts 
a dollar on his back. And this is where 
good Aberdeen-Angus bulls come into the 
picture. 

Last year at the regular Aberdeen-Angus 
auction of breeding cattle over twenty of 
the Aberdeen-Angus bulls sold went for 
cross-breeding purposes. Recent Aberdeen- 
Angus activity in the western range country 
indicates that this demand is stronger than 
ever, and that a good representation of car- 
lot bull buyers will be on hand for the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bull show and sale. 

Not to be forgotten in the western com- 
mercial cattle picture is the fact that Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls sire hornless calves—a 
more important factor than ever now that 
range labor is scarce. Cancer eye and pink 
eye in other breeds has turned much atten- 
tion to the resistance of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus to these ailments. But most important 
at the present time is that black feeder 
calves have been selling for $1.00 to $2.00 
more than those of other breeds. 


Once Aberdeen-Angus bulls are used and 
the cross-bred heifers kept, it does not take 
long to establish a black herd. This will 
keep buyers coming back for Aberdeen-An- 
gus bulls. A demand of this kind, once 
established with the right kind of bulls, per- 
petuates itself. It looks like an ideal time 
to push Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the West.

Seven district, state or county associa- 
tions were formed in the past year to bring 
the total of local, Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
groups to sixty-five. 

Other records set the past year are equal- 
ly impressive and a source of satisfaction to 
\berdeen-Angus breeders. 

Eighty-five auctions of pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle were held during the past 
fiscal year. A total of 5,273 cattle went 
through the ring for a total of $1,499,130.00 
or an average of $285.00 per head. This 
12.5 per cent increase over the 1941 average 
of $258.00 realized on 4,882 cattle in eighty- 
two sales—represents a sound increase in 
value. These Aberdeen-Angus prices are at 
the best levels in over twenty years but still 
much below the levels prevailing during the 
last World War. 

Aberdeen-Angus bulls the past year aver- 
aged $282.00 on 1,377 head. The 1941 aver- 
age was $234.00. Female offerings of 3,896 
head averaged $288.00 compared with 
$269.00 in the sales the previous fiscal year. 
The $48.00 upturn in the bull average, 
against the $19.00 increase in female valua- 
tion, is a Sound trend and indicates the in- 
creasing popularity of Aberdeen - Angus 
sires in the production of top market cattle. 

Aberdeen-Angus auctions were held in 
twenty-seven states the past year and the 
cattle from these sales went into forty-two 

states—further evidence of the increasing 
popularity and wider distribution of the 
Blocky Blacks. Another encouraging feat- 
ure of the past year’s auctions, pointing to 
even better years ahead, is the fact that in 
each of the eighty-four several new breed- 
ers Were represented in the list of buyers. 

In the period of November 1, 1941, to No- 
vember 1, 1942, there was a considerable 
curtailment of live stock show activity. 
However, a number of strong shows were 

held and the representation of Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding cattle was very good. Num- 
bers and quality were fully up to previous 
standards and breeder competition was keen. 
And, as in peace years, there was always a 
ake crowd following the Aberdeen-Angus 
gs. 
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In fat stock inter-breed competition at 
national, state and district shows, the repu- 
tation of the Aberdeen-Angus as “the breed 
with a record” was upheld in full. Fifty- 
two of these larger shows were held in the 
past fiscal year. In thirty-seven of these 
shows Aberdeen-Angus steers were cham- 
pions over all breeds. In twenty-nine shows 
Aberdeen-Angus steers were reserve cham- 
pions and in nineteen instances the Blocky 
Blacks took both grand championship and 
reserve championship over all breeds. In 
nineteen of the larger shows open steer com- 
petition was a feature and here the Aber- 
deen-Angus entries dominated other breeds 
in twelve shows. In thirty-three of the 
larger shows competition was limited to the 
junior feeders. The Aberdeen-Angus rec- 
ord in these 4-H and F. F. A. events is 
twenty-five inter-breed grand champion- 
ships. In the nine shows offering carlot fat 
cattle classes Aberdeen-Angus loads domin- 
ated in the final placings five different 
times. This continuation of Aberdeen-An- 
gus steer supremacy against other breeds 
cannot be overlooked as proving to pros- 
pective Black cattle breeders or feeders the 
superiority of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
the field of profitable beef production. 

Futher evidence to the world of the su- 
perior beef making qualities of the Aber- 
deen-Angus was afforded the past year by 
junior feeders competing in county shows 
all over the nation. Records received so 
far by the Association office from four hun- 
dred and forty-three county fairs show that 
over fifty per cent, or 222, of the shows had 
an Aberdeen-Angus calf for grand cham- 
pion over all breeds.

New Record 
For Georgia 


The Association held an unusually suc- 
cessful sale November 6th at Moultrie, 
Georgia. The average of $306.00 on fifty- 
one head of bulls and females was the high- 
est ever made on pure bred beef cattle of 
any breed in Georgia. The south Georgia 
sale was the first of a series being spon- 
sored by the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association to promote the breed 
in sections of potentially good demand but 
where there are too few Aberdeen-Angus 
locally to meet demands. Cattle from the 
Moultrie sale went into south Georgia and 
Florida and many of the sales were to men 
making their first purchase of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. 

Other Aberdeen-Angus auctions of a sim- 
ilar nature will follow in the important 
southeastern territory. Much interest in 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle has been developed 
by the Moultrie sale and several other com- 
munities have requested that they be con- 
sidered for future auctions of the Blocky 
Blacks. 

The top bull at $625.00 and the top female 
at $525.00 shows that cattlemen in the 
southeast want, and are willing to pay for, 
good quality breeding stock. Development 
of this area as a new “black belt” means 
a good outlet for surplus cattle from breed- 
ers in the Fast and South.

William J. Grant 
Dies in Argentine 


Word has been received by the Associa- 
tion office of the death of William J. Grant, 
one of the leaders in Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle circles in Argentina.

NY NUMBER OF TIMES during 
each year we are asked this ques- 
tion, “What is the best time of 
the year to plan on holding a 
sale?” We have always been of 
the opinion that it does not make 
any difference what time of the 
year cattle were sold if the sellers 
presented cattle of the right type and qual- 
ity, properly fitted for a sale, but so often 
when we have made this statement the 

questioner would turn a wary eye towards 
us and mutter under his breath, “Oh Yeah”’. 


There are breeders who prefer spring 
sales, thinking that green pastures and 
plenty of feed to handle cattle at a mini- 
mum of labor is a good selling point in dis- 
posing of surplus breeding stock. We agree 
that most of the best production sales are 
in the spring when the better known herds 
hold auctions. However, everyone can not 
sell during the few weeks open for spring 
sales and many are forced to offer cattle 
during the fall season. 

Taken as an average the cattle offered 
during both seasons are of like quality and 
type, for during both periods we have 
watched: sales held by county association, 
small breeders’ auctions and dispersions of 
large herds and the prices paid did not vary 
much in line with the kind of cattle selling. 

We keep pretty strict tab on cattle sold 
at public auctions. Our circulation depart- 
ment checks each list of buyers at public

sale as soon as the report is in print. They 
segregate the buyers into three categories; 
first the buyers who are regular subscribers 
to the Aberdeen-Angus Journal, second the 
buyers who are receiving sample copies of 
the Aberdeen-Angus Journal and the third 
list is made up of those men who have not 
been regular paid subscribers and have not 


received a sample copy of the breed publi- 
cation. 

It was an interesting task to check this 
list and figure the percentages of cattle 
bought by regular subscribers to the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal, for after checking the 
reports we found that 83% of the cattle 
purchased were bought by 
regular paid subscribers, and 
the cattle purchased made up 
the bulk of the better cattle 
offered, in fact, the non-sub- 
scribers were listed mainly 
in the purchase of pure bred 
bulls, with the majority of 
their purchases falling below 
the two hundred dollar mark.

opinion that there is little difference be- 
tween spring and fall sales when taken on 
the average. 


These seventy-eight sales were held in 
twenty-five states, and we found that Iowa 
led the list with sixteen public auctions; Il- 
linois was second with thirteen; Missouri 
third with eleven; Oklahoma had five, and 
three sales each were accorded Kansas and 
Ohio; two each in New York, Maryland, 
Virginia, Mississippi, Nebraska, Indiana 
and Michigan with one sale each in Minne- 
sota, North Dakota, South Dakota, Arkan- 
sas, Georgia, Colorado, Texas, Louisiana, 
Alabama, Tennessee, Kentucky, Wisconsin 
and the one Canadian sale. 


In quoting from any material worked up 
for this analysis we thought all readers 
would be interested in knowing just which 
sales were used in making up our informa 
tion. We present the entire list of sales 
that cover every section of the United 
States, this information has been presented 
so that every reader can see the total num-

and averages made by both the bulls and 
females selling in each event. 

Two charts were prepared, one for the 
spring sales and one for the fall sales, with 
total number of cattle selling each season, 
the gross receipts and the average price 
paid for bulls and females during both 
periods. The females include open and bred 
heifers, bred cows, dry cows and cows with 
calves at foot, some very young and some 
very old so that the average price is based 
on what we feel is an accurate average of 
the cattle offered at public auction year in 
and year out. 

The spring chart shows a total of three 
thousand cattle sold. Of this number nine 
hundred and thirty-five were bulls that 
grossed $268,285.00 for an average price of 
$288.11 and two thousand sixty-five were 
females that grossed $602,211.00 for an av- 
erage of $294.14. The three thousand head 
brought in a total amount of $870.496.00 to 
average $290.16 for all cattle sold at public 
auction in the spring of 1942 that were cov- 
ered in Aberdeen-Angus Journal reports.

The fall chart contains reports on thirty 
sales in which one thousand nine hundred 
and forty-six head were sold that grossed 
$574,293.50 to average $295.11. Of this num- 
ber three hundred and sixty-four were bulls 
that totalled $107,775.00 to average $296.08 
and one thousand five hundred and eighty- 
two were females that grossed $446,518.50 
for an average price of $282.25. 

Fewer bulls were offered in the fall sales 
and they averaged $7.87 more than the bulls 
did in the spring season, which might be ex- 
pected with so many more bulls being of- 
fered earlier in the year. The cows did sell 
better in the spring with an average of 
$11.89 over those offered in the fall, but 
keep in mind that the biggest production 
sales were held during the months of June 
when the top sales of the year were pre- 
sented. 

When you get away from the foremost 
herds and check the consignment sales and 
production sales of the smaller breeders you 
will find the prices were right in line both 
spring and fall, so we still maintain there

is little difference when your sale is held. 

In a comparison of the top cattle sold dur- 
ing the spring and fall months, we decided 
to include in our analysis only cattle that 
sold above $400.00 as we felt this figure 
would take in the majority of top cattle sold. 
Had we decided on cattle selling for $350.00 
or more this list would have been more than 
doubled for many really good cattle were 
sold this year at prices just below the four 
hundred dollar mark and we saw a number 
of good cattle sell just over three hundred 
that would easily have been in this list had 
they sold in one of the other sales. For sev- 
eral first sales were held by associations and 
private breeders where top cattle sold below 
the average of cattle of like type and qual- 
ity in some of the established selling points. 

With nearly three times as many bulls 
selling in the spring we feel that the fall 
sales did show up very well in figuring the 
sales of bulls that topped one thousand dol- 
lars, for many of us did not realize that 
thirty-one bulls sold at public auction this 
year had brought that figure, that fourteen

of them sold over fifteen hundred and that 
four had sold for three thousand or more, 
two selling above the forty-five hundred 
dollar mark with the top bull of the year 
selling for an even five thousand dollars 
and coming from the L. R. Kershaw herd, 
Muskogee, Oklahoma and being purchased 
by Seeley & Cash, Mount Pleasant, Iowa. 

We would have liked very much to in- 
clude the $100,000.00 War Bond bull pur- 
chased by W. G. Mennen, Hideaway Farms, 
Chester, New Jersey, but knew that would 
be unethical in figuring this comparative 
chart. 

There was not such a great difference in 
females sold during spring and fall as one 
might think, for the fall sales were right up 
in comparison with the spring events, with 
forty-nine females selling over one thous- 
and dollars, thirty-one selling in the early 
sales and twenty-eight selling in the fall 
sales. 

The top female of the year came from 
Otto V. Battles’, Rosemere Farms, Maquo- 
keta, Iowa, sale and was purchased by Le- 
Baron Farm, Warrenton, Virginia, owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. Leon Cotnareanu. 

One of the best bull sales of the entire 
year was the very last sale scheduled in 
1942 when the Nebraska Breeders sold 
thirty-one bulls for an average price of 
three hundred fifty-two dollars and fifty- 
seven cents, and some folks think bulls 
won’t sell in the fall. 

Best female sale of the year was the 
Dutchess County sale held in New York 
when forty-eight females sold for an aver- 
age of seven hundred twenty-three dollars 
and ninety-one cents. Surely the 1942 sea- 
son smiled graciously on all men engaged in 
raising and selling Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
for the reports of private treaty sales is 
just as good and sometimes better than the 
reports of the public auction sales. Every 
breeder reported brisk demand for cattle of 
both sexes and all ages, and now, just as 
happened in the spring of 1942 the boys are 
again planning their annual sales. Some 
are worrying about transportation, others 
are worrying about finding enough cattle of 
the quality and type their customers de- 
mand, but many are going ahead with their 
1943 sales and hoping for the best. 

We ask all of you to study these charts, 
see how your section of the country stacks 
up against others as a selling point for good 
cattle. Ask yourself this question, “Did we 
offer cattle as good as those that bettered 
our average?’ then decide right now to 
start fitting your sale cattle so that your 
entries will be recognized among the better 
cattle sold in 1943. Remember also that 
83% of all cattle bought at public auction

that the good cattle bring the buy- 
ers, Mr. H. Ward Benson recog- 
nized only too well how much the 
tops that he had acquired were 
worth to him in his Dispersion 
Sale on November 2d at Memphis, 
Missouri. We could without too 
much difficulty look back at the sales where 
he was on the bidder’s seat, buying one or 
more of the top ones, and then show where 
they showed a profit as individuals and 
where their calves showed even more profit. 
And again we state that the good ones are 
always the finest buys. 

Buyers were present from ten states and 
other states were represented. Missouri led 
the list of buyers, taking forty females and 
ten bulls including a bull calf sold separate- 
ly from his dam. However, several other 
states were represented in selecting the 
tops. From the standpoint of heavy single 
buyers, L. L. Little, Superintendent of Old- 
fields Farm, Galena, Maryland, purchased 
seven mature females and a calf for a total 
of over $9,000.00. The buyer paying the 
highest single average, where a_ buyer 
bought more than one was Mr. R. T. Davis, 
of Wheatridge, Colorado, who selected four 
head at an average of more than $1,700.00, 
and secured some real tops. 

With very few speeches, the sale was call- 
ed to order by Colonel Roy G. Johnston of 
Belton, Missouri, and he didn’t take tong to 
sell the entire offering. That he did a grand 
job can be seen by the general average of 
$457.24 on the one hundred seven lots. 

First in the ring was the straight Scotch 
bred cow, a Gammer, Gammer Ermine of 
Don Head. She had a number of supporters 
and in just a few minutes was sold at 
$2,900.00, which proved to be the second 
high female and went to Mr. Davis, of Colo- 
rado. The same gentleman took number 
two, another straight Scotch bred Pride of 
Aberdeen at $1,250.00. The third went to 
Mr. Fred Kuehne, Bon Air Farms, Mattoon, 
Illinois, and with her went another half doz- 
en at an average of more than three hun- 
dred. The next was the Blackcap Bessie 
daughter of General 6th of Lonjac and she 
like the former tops went to the bid of 
$2,000.00 to Mr. Davis, Wheatridge, Colo- 
rado. 

During the sale of these first four head, 
Mr. Little, of Oldfields Farm, and Andy An- 
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derson, of A Bar A 
Ranch, had _ been 
chipping in many 
bids, and when Eri- 
anna B. 4th came in- 
to the ring they set- 
tled down to a real- 
ly competitive bid- 
ding duel with oth- 
ers all around the 
ring sending in more 
than one bid. How- 
ever Mr. Little plac- 
ed the final bid of

minutes after the sale, when Mr. Little 
accepted a three hundred dollar profit of- 
fered him by Mr. Anderson, so A-A Ranch 
of Encampment, Wyoming, finally succeeded 
in getting that for which Mr. and Mrs. An- 
drew Anderson came from Wyoming to 
Memphis, Missouri, to buy. Oldfields bought 
the good Juana Erica cow, Juanerra Erica 
27th next at $1,600.00 and followed through 
getting several others including a couple of 
daughters of Envious Elbanor out of the 
$2,900.00 Gammer and the $3,200.00 Eri- 
anna. 


Of interest is the fact that the Erianna B. 
4th, whom Mr. Benson bought in 1940 at 
$1,375.00 brought $3,200.00, her bull calf at 
side when purchased brought $1,000.00 and 
her heifer calf of 1941 brought $1,000.00, or 
a total of $5,200.00 for the thousand three 
hundred seventy-five dollar investment. The 
same thing holds true with the Gammer 
Ermine of Don Head, for whom Mr. Benson 
paid one thousand at the Lonjac Dispersion 
in April of 1941. She too had a bull calf 
at side. In the Victory Valley Dispersion, 
she brought $2,900.00; her bull calf $955.00 
and her 1942 heifer calf $1,475.00 or a total 
of $5,330.00 on an investment of $1,000.00. 
Still another example of how the good ones 
increase in value is that of Blackcap Bessie 
of Lonjac whom Mr. Benson bought at the 
Lonjac Sale for $700.00. She sold for 
$2,000.00 and her bull calf, barely a year 
old brought $550.00, more than tripling the 
initial cost. The bull sale was also 
very interesting. First was En- 
vious Elbanor and bids came from 
all sides of the ring, but none was 
more determined to own the bull 
than Mrs. M. H. Giesick, of Park- 
ins.

ID YOU EVER DRIVE through 

Iowa and notice the number of 
fences that were stapled, wired 
and cussed onto those little crook- 
ed Missouri hedge posts, and did 
you ever stop to think that thev 
stand as a man made memorial to 
the good cattle found today in the 
state of Missouri? It all started a few 
years ago when the drought struck Mis- 
souri, and also the southern tier of Iowa 
counties. The drought was accompanied by 
grasshoppers and I well remember one trip 
through a part of northern Missouri where 
these hoppers had consumed everything in 
sight excepting the wire on the fence rows 
and a few weed stems that had proved too 
tough for even those scavengers to eat. At 
this time the Missouri and Iowa trucks were 
doing a land office business, hauling grain 
to the cattlemen in this area and returning 
to the elevators in Iowa with a load of 
hedge posts, about the only medium of ex- 
change left some of the farmers in that 
stricken Missouri area. 

I doubt if ever again the farmers in lowa 
will exchange grain for hedge posts, for to 
my way of thinking the grandsons may put 
up a new wire, but they will never have to 
replace those ornery, crooked posts that 
grandpa tried to cuss into a straight line, 


but the pay-off came when he tried to 
fasten the wire to the posts. The boys who 
sold the posts avered they would last a life- 
time, but didn’t state that stapling the wire 
to the posts would be a two man job. One 
would walk along with an axe, or sledge, 
and back up the posts while the other would 
strive to pound a _ short staple into the 
posts, some of which were no larger around 
than a pocket watch. When this failed they 
would wire the fence on just like they were 
using steel posts and I am of the opinion 
that these hedge posts will last longer than 
metal ones. 

Having told you the merits of the hedge 
posts we will return to the average farmer 
and cattleman of Missouri during this same 
period. Grain was hard to get and was be- 
ing transported three and four hundred 
miles by truck, so the natural impulse was 
that less feed should be purchased, with the 
only method available to reduce the amount 
of feed used being to reduce the number of 
cattle eating the grain. Being lovers of 
good cattle these men hated to part with 
the best cattle, so old dame Nature played 
her part in helping to cull many herds in the 
drought stricken area. 

Drought years always come to an end 
and the Missouri farmers once again had 
plenty of feed. They started increasing the

At one time, years ago, Missouri w 
looked upon as the best cattle comet 
the United States, with more good herds f 
registered Aberdeen-Angus to be found 
there than anywhere else. Foundation cat- 
tle from the most noted herds of that state 
were the basis of many of the smaller herds 
now found in that area, herds that are not 
well known because they were so small the 
owners did not advertise, one reason being 
that local demand for the surplus cattle 
more than took care of the number of cat- 
tle they had to offer. On the other hand 
many of these small herds are in rather 
out-of-the-way places and hard to find if 
you are not acquainted with the roads. 


With the formation of the several county 
groups many of these lesser herds came to 
light, offering cattle at public auction that 
were as good, or better, considering the 
background of the herd, than cattle offered 
elsewhere and these cattle have been selling 
at prices well within reason and at prices 
that would make it well worth the time of 
every man to be thinking about taking a 
run into that country to pick up a few out- 
ins aga individuals to add to established 

erds. 


The building of the associations resulted 
in more and more public auction sales which 
were attended mainly by local buyers.

Is what Clarence McClain figures his 
trench silo has been worth to him, says a 
recent bulletin from the State Department 
of Agriculture, Oklahoma City. McClain is 
a farmer living near Tryon, in Lincoln coun- 
ty. He built his silo in 1940, spending about 
$140.00 to get it dug and walled with con- 
crete. Many farmers use trench silos very 
satisfactorily without walling, but McClain 
foresaw the possibilities of wall cave-ins in 
future years, and put permanent walls in 
his at the start. He paid a man with a bull- 
dozer $30.00 to dig the silo and uproot a 
few trees which stood in the way. This work 
took six hours. 

Joe C. Scott, president of the State Board 
of Agriculture, describes Mr. McClain’s silo. 
It will hold 150 tons of silage, is nine feet 
across at the bottom, 13 feet across at the 
top, and is seven and a half feet deep. From 
the north bank of a slight ravine, it goes 
110 feet up into a field, located near Mr. 
McClain’s barn, and the open end is only a 
few feet from his feeding pens. The original

WISCONSIN FARMERS 
HARVESTING CATTAILS, 

What may prove a boon to thousands of 
farmers throughout the United States 
especially marginal farmers with swamp 
acreage, is the discovery by Dr. C. F, Bur- 
gess, noted Chicago scientist, that the 
“down” from the common cattail makes a 
highly acceptable stuffing floss, comparable 
in many ways to Kapok and other widely 
used stuffing materials. The new product 
is known as “Typha”, the correct botanical 
name of the plant. 

Experiments conducted by Dr, Burgess 
over a period of ten years culminated in a 
method processing the fluff from the cat- 
tail seed clump into a light-weight, water- 
resistant material which seems suited for 
many commercial purposes such as stuffing 
toys, mattresses, pillows, sporting goods, 
etc. It also appears to be ideal for filling 
life jackets and rafts, as well as insulating 
airplanes and tanks. 

Due to the fact that Kapok, which comes 
mostly from Java and downy feathers 
formerly imported from China are very 
scarce and present stocks are under prior- 
ity, Dr. Burgess feels that the completion of 
his experiment came at a very opportune 
time. 

Already a pilot plant for processing the 
cattail fluff has been established at Aship- 
pun, Wisconsin, center of a_ particularly 
large cattail field, Farmers for miles around 
have been harvesting and selling the cat- 
tail spikes to this plant and have thereby

- days ago Mr. C. T. Rierson, owner 
Py ates Stock Farm, who has developed 
on this farm the American Cream Breed 
of Horses, the only native American Draft 
Horse, dropped into the office and left a 
package of cuts that had been used in print- 
ing up a special news item that appeared 
in the Eldora Herald-Ledger. These cuts 
were illustrations of his four horse team 
that appeared locally at the fairs and of his 
former herd sire, Silver Lad, and another of 
one of his good brood mares, Ardmore Polly 


and her filly. 

With a little persuasion we finally talked 
him out of the cuts and thought all of our 
Aberdeen-Angus men would be interested in 
seeing pictures of this original breed of 
horses that Mr. Rierson has developed in 
conjunction with his activity with the Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, for Ardmore Stock Farm 
has long been noted as the home of a great 
lot of breeding cattle. 

We take great pleasure in giving Mr. 
Rierson credit for recognizing the value and 
importance of a new breed of horses and 
that he took the pains to keep working 
along in perfecting this new strain. If you 
will remember we printed a brief history of 
this breed in the special summer issue of 
this Journal, August 1942, but did not have 
any illustrations available at that time so 
we decided to again bring to your attention 
the work done in establishing the American 
Cream Breed. 

The characteristics of each cream colored 
horse are as follows, rich cream color, white 
mane and tail, a few white markings on the 
face and feet and lastly, pink skin and am- 
ber colored eyes which are almost white 
when the colt is young. Nearly all the 
horses developed and descended from Silver 
Lace, son of the Knox horse, Buck, have a 
white left hind foot. The Knox horse (Buck) 
was sire of a good many colts and was the 
original cream colored horse to found this 
new breed. 

Most of the breeders of American Creams 
will tell you first of the wonderful disposi- 
tion of these horses, they are quiet and eas- 
ily handled, yet they retain a lot of style 
and action. You will notice that although 
they have been crossed with other breeds, 
namely Belgians and Percherons, the cream 
color predominates and these crosses have 
only tended to give them a heavier and 
draftier build.

exact number of pure crosses nec- 
essary to assure as good results 
in the production of commercial 
beef cattle is more or less a de- 
bated question and, in our coun- 
try, it has not been considered important because regis- 
tered bulls of pure breeding are at all times available to 
the Commercial Cattle Breeder at reasonable prices, prices 
that are not out of line with what he receives for their 
progeny. 

But this condition does not exist in some other beef 
producing countries, particularly where commercial beef 
production is the predominating industry. One such coun- 
try with which I am familiar is Argentina. There the 
pure bred herds, although numerous and extremely high 
in quality, are unable to supply enough bulls to meet the 
requirements of the producers of Commercial Cattle, or 
as they are known in that Country, General Cattle. 


It seems to me that the Argentines have met this sit- 
uation wisely by developing many fine herds of what are 
known as “Puros Por Cruza”—the English translation 
of which is Pure by Cross. It is interesting to note, also, 
that nearly all of the large operators in Argentina main- 
tain herds of all three classes of cattle, Pedigreed, “Puros 
Por Cruza’’, and General. 


From their pedigreed herds come many of the sires 
for their Puros Por Curza Herds and the Puros Por Cruza 
Herds in turn supply the bulls for the General Herds in 
which some of the World’s choicest beef is produced, 
a very practical and advantageous procedure for the Ar- 
gentines with their vast stretches of fertile land which 
lends itself so ideally to beef production, so much so 
that it is indulged in to the practical exclusion of every- 
thing else. The Puros Por Cruza Herds of Argentina 
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into them as a result of many generations of careful 
breeding. The immediate sire and dam are merely the 
means of still further extending a line which has proved 
meritorious, therefore, although they may not be out- 
standing individuals themselves they are capable, often 
just as capable as a more attractive brother, sister or 
cousin, of producing worthy offspring. 


In my own experience as a breeder, I have had this 
fact demonstrated to me so many times that, to me, there 
is no longer the slightest doubt of its truth. I have seen 
rather plain looking cows, but with a good background, 
bring forth International Champions and the same is true 
of bulls Ihave known. All of which has made me a strong 
believer that the pedigree is of greater importance than 
the individual itself, a pedigree based, not on whims and 
fancies, but on the animals of known merit as producers 
which appear in it. 


I am further convinced after a long experience in at- 
tending auction sales and shows that altogether too much 
emphasis is placed by purchasers and judges on the con- 
dition of animals. The most ordinary reasoning should 
tell us that fat, which any good feeder with the proper 
ingredients, can put on, cannot possibly have any effect 
on prepotency. Yet how often have those of us who at- 
tend auction sales heard the more or less flippant remark 
when animals in thin or even moderate condition, are be- 
ing offered “They are just a lot of ‘cherriepickers’” when 
in reality all that might be lacking in making the offering

Just recently a state veterinarian made 
the statement to the author, that since prac- 
ticing veterinarians are getting such suc- 
vessful results from vaccination (even in 
adult cattle) and that since the Bureau of 
\nimal Industry of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture is taking a more 
or less favorable attitude toward vaccina- 
tion, that there was very little that a state 
bureau of live stock could do about it, ex- 
cept to accept the decision of the attending 


veterinarian. 

It has been reported by a very reliable 
veterinarian that in one of the central states 
where the officials were determined to pre- 
vent the employment of vaccine in the con- 
trol of Bang’s disease, they were compelled 
some time since to discontinue the blood test 
and slaughter in one of the state institution 
herds and resort to vaccination to save any 
of the original herd and to bring Bang’s dis- 
ease under control. 


STATES AND COUNTRIES THAT HAVE 
RECENTLY ADOPTED VACCINA- 
TION PLAN OF BANG’S DISEASE 
CONTROL. 

It is very gratifying to the author of this 
article to know that within the past few 
weeks the Dominion of Canada and England 
have decided to use vaccination in the con- 
trol of Bang’s disease. At the present time 
it looks as though their plan would involve 
only the vaccination of young calves, but it 
is not without reason to think that they may 
sooner or later adopt the vaccination of 
adult cattle as many other states and coun- 
tries are doing. 

During the current year the states of Illi- 
nois and Wisconsin have greatly modified 
their regulations on Bang’s disease control, 
and it is permissible now in both states to 
vaccinate cattle under certain conditions for 
the control of this deadly disease. The tend- 
ency is and has been for several years for 
the breeder and cattle owner to show great- 
er Interest in the use of vaccination in the 
control of Bang’s disease than any other 
plan that has ever been used. 

The author has for many years advocat- 
ed very liberal vaccination of cattle of all 
ages for the successful control of Bang’s 
disease; therefore these new developments 
are of unusual interest. 


THE EXPERIENCE OF A MISSISSIPPI 
OWNER WITH BANG’S DISEASE. 


In the early spring of 1940, this party 
bought 150 cows that were negative to the 
blood test, most of these cows being heavy 
springers or with calf by their sides. One 
hundred of these cows were bought in Okla- 
homa and it was later learned that reactors 
had been taken from some of these herds, 
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but only negative cows were purchased. 
These cows were blood tested in the winter 
of 1940, with the result that 35% of them 
were reactors. The owner was advised to 
keep these and see if they would come 
through. On September 16, in a letter to 
the writer, this cattle owner reported that 
he had had 50 abortions since purchasing 
this herd and that about 30 of these cows 
refused to breed and were sold. 

This owner vaccinated a total of 230 head 
of adult infected cattle in September and 
October, 1941, and at last reports had lost 
only one calf by abortion. He reported that 
several calves were small and weak at birth, 
but lived. 

(The author furnished the vaccine for this 
herd and supplied program to be followed.) 


THIS SOUTH CAROLINA OWNER GOT 
RESULTS FROM VACCINATION. 
“April 21st, 1942. 

“In regard to my experience with Bang’s 

disease, I had so many abortions that I had 

my herd tested in 1933 with the exception 

of young calves.

tive, 14 suspicious, 77 negative. I sold to 
butcher all that were not very good (out of 
30 best cows 25 were positive). 

“T fixed up a barn in another part of my 
plantation and moved Bang’s cows there, 
with separate pastures, milkers, ete. I test- 
ed others every six months and had to re- 
move one or two on each test. I seemed to 
be reducing the number of Bang’s cows in 
the herd, until 1939, when there came an in- 
crease. 

“Tn June there were 8 positives and 4 sus- 
pects. I was then advised by Government 
authorities to test quarterly. In September 
I sent another sample of the four suspects 
and 9 that had not been sent, having 6 posi- 
tive and 2 suspects. 

“T now discovered that the butchers were 
paying me less because they had to save the 
ears with Government tags, so I now sent in 
September 1939 the tests from the rest of 
the herd to Jensen-Salsbery laboratories in 
Kansas City—2 were positive and 4 sus- 
picious. 

“January 1940 tests showed 3 positive—4 
suspicious. 

“In February 1940 I started calf vaccina- 
tion. 

“May 1940 tests showed 13 positive—6 
suspicious. After some study and having 
difficulty with labor, I saw that I had to 
get my cows together, so on November 6, 
1940, I vaccinated all cows (91) under 9

years of age. I figured that the older ones 
would nearly die off before being able to 
come free on test. Eighteen days after this 
herd vaccination, I vaccinated 9 cows a sec- 
cond time to try effect. 

“In March 1941 I installed milking ma- 
chines and moved all cows together. I have 
not sent any blood samples off, because I 
understand that cows take longer than 
calves to show free after inoculation. 

“About a month ago we took samples 
from 11 cows that had been inoculated un- 
der the method used by ‘Graham’. One 
showed clear, 2 suspicious, and the rest pos- 
itive. 

“From January 1, to April 15, this year, 
we have had 1 abortion out of 21 calvings. 
That abortion was an eleven year old cow 
that had not been vaccinated, and had al- 
ways shown free on blood test. 

“During the same period in 1941 we had 3 
abortions out of 16. You know the Govern- 
ment claims that once the blood test shows 
positive, always positive. We have a grade 
cow, Alabama, born January 6, 1930, on our 
first test showed positive, and was put with 
Bang’s cows. She has had since, eight 
calves, all normal, and has always milked 
well. 

“After one calf she gave 20,082 milk—730 
fat in 12 months. 

“After three months rest she gave 19,540 
milk—685 fat in 12 months.”

Dr, E, A. Jenkins, in an address before 
the 21st Annual Veterinary Conference, held 
at University of Illinois, as reported in the 
December 1940, issue of Veterinary Medi- 
cine, stated that: 


“One piece of advice the practitioner can 
never give his client is to blood test his 
herd, eliminate all reactors, retest, and 
eliminate until a Bang’s disease-free herd is 
obtained; thereby leaving a susceptible herd 
wide open to future attack and the possibil- 
ity, the almost certainty in a large com- 
mercial herd, of another costly process of 
testing and elimination and so on, ad in- 
finitum, or ad libitum, or perhaps it is ad 
astra per aspera—in any case, eventually ad 
bankruptcy. 

“Tt is nonsense to contend that vaccination 
perpetuates the disease in a herd, for prac- 
tical experience long since proved that. this 
is not true. There are innumerable Bang’s 
disease-free herds that have been built by 
vaccination systematically carried out by 
competent veterinarians for practical farm- 
ers. Further, no one knows how many of 
the herds that are listed as having been 
freed from the disease by the test-and- 
slaughter plan and kept clean by the sani- 
tary regulations embodied in the plan, in 
reality have been preserved from reinfesta- 
tion by ‘unofficial’ vaccination; but com- 
mon observation indicates the number is 
very large. There is another thing no one 
knows, and that is just how appalling an 
outbreak of brucellosis may be in a herd 
that by good fortune is kept wholly free 
from the infection for one complete genera- 
tion and then infected. In that. respect the 
test-and-slaughter plan is truly an experi- 
ment that I think no advocate wants to see 
concluded. 

“As a case in point I will cite my own 
herd. In caring for them I gained much 
valuable information, for I observed. every 
phase of Bang’s disease and was unhamper- 
ed in treating it. In 1935 I had 42 head of 
cattle on my farm. Among them were 17 
heifers due to calve from October until 
January. Ten of the 17 aborted between 
September and January. To make matters 
worse, in October cows that had been kept 
in a pasture separate from the heifers be- 
gan to abort. 

“December 5, 1935, I vaccinated 24 calves 
and supposedly open heifers. Unknown to 
me four of these heifers had been bred. 
These four delivered normal, healthy calves. 
I did not vaccinate the heifers and cows I 
knew to be pregnant. Among these were 
nine extra good Holstein cows due to calve 
that winter. Two of these aborted. Seven 
delivered living calves, that died within four 
days. 

“A few weeks later I vaccinated a num- 
ber of pregnant cows ranging in gestation 
from one to four months. These cows deliv- 
ered normal calves that lived. This was 
proof to me that vaccination was not in- 
jurious to pregnant animals. No doubt had 
I been handling an experimental herd in a 
research project, this experience would have 
been far from convincing; had I been a 
regulatory official it would have been just 
another of the much-advertised swallows 
that do not make a summer. But striking 
me as this experience did right. in the pock- 
etbook, it carried a tremendously convincing 
wallop. However, I do not have to depend 
upon it now to prove the usefulness of vac- 
cination for the control of brucellosis in 
cattle, for I have been actively using this 
means for the control of this disease all 
over my territory for the past five years 
with uniform success.

“Way back in 1917 I realized that hand- 
ling of the average dairy herd affected with 
contagious abortion was a problem in which 
biologics could be of great help, Always 
stressing segregation, sanitation, etc, | 
found that we had to have something else 
to build up resistance against this infection 
Naturally I started by using the bacterins 
that were available at that time, and while 
of course, the results were not as gratify. 
ing as with our present day vaccines, still | 
am sure there was value in the use of the 
bacterins, as a marked decrease in percent- 
age of abortions followed shortly after their 
use. In those days we gave three treat- 
ments about a week apart, each treatment 
containing a markedly larger dose of the 
killed organisms. At. that time calfhood 
vaccination was unheard of. 

“Later as the laboratories developed a 
Bang’s vaccine, I began using it and could 
clearly see a much greater percentage of 
protection. The present Strain No, 19 had 
not been developed and we used the more 
virulent organisms in our vaccines. This 
type of vaccine, of course, caused the ani- 
mals to remain positive for a much longer 
period after inoculation. Animals that were 
positive at time of vaccination were very 
apt to remain so for a lifetime. However, 
the vaccine method showed a decided im- 
provement over the use of bacterins. 

“Now we come to the point where our 
laboratories were able to develop an at- 
tenuated vaccine, Strain No. 19, which has 
surely done wonders in my practice in con- 
trolling as. well as preventing serious out- 
breaks of contagious abortion. My records 
are not of a few small herds, but show re- 
sults in inoculation of thousands of cows 
over the course of years. ; 

“My procedure with infected herds is as 
follows. First a thorough understanding of 
the conditions as they exist in each par- 
ticular herd and a frank discussion of same 
with owner or man in charge. History of 
herd is very important. Often I blood test 
herd first. to get a better idea of percentage 
of reactors. If results show enough reactors 
or suspicious reactions I proceed to inocul- 
ate the entire herd with the live organisms, 
using about 10 cc. of vaccine per animal 
over two years of age and slightly less on 
yearlings, and 6 cc. on calves four to eight 
months of age. I inoculate all animals in 
the herd regardless of advanced pregnancy, 
even doing it the day they are to freshen. 
In fact I believe this is the only practic 
way of getting a head start on an outbreak. 
The old method of waiting until the cow has 
freshened is, in my opinion, obsolete because

“By this program I have been able to 
keep the average dairyman functioning sat- 
_ i d assure him of a good calf 
jsfactorily an ee as 
crop the following year, and by instituting 
a calfhood vaccination program for his re- 
placements put him on a sound breeding 
hasis. One injection of vaccine seems to 
give all the protection necessary for the 
average life of a cow, 

“Many of the herds under. my care were 
heavily infected, often showing 50% reac- 
tors to the Bang’s test. 

“While the test and slaughter plan may 
appeal to a certain class and under excel- 
lent conditions work out satisfactorily, it is 
impractical for the average farmer who has 
to depend on his herd earning him his daily 
bread. The negative blood tested herd. is 
more of a wealthy man’s proposition, where 
he can afford to take a licking if he gets a 
real outbreak. To me, owning a large herd 
which was unprotected by vaccine would be 
like setting on a keg of dynamite. It might 
explode at any time. 

“By the way I own a registered Guernsey 
herd of about 100 head and vaccinated all 
adult animals at time of purchase in 1925 
and all calves raised since that time. 

“Calfhood vaccination is a very satisfac- 
tory procedure, but the adult herds with the 
abortion breaks are the problems every 
veterinarian must be in a position to advise 
his client on. 

“While many State and Federal authori- 
ties have as yet failed to recommend. a pro- 
gram of this type, I believe it is because 
they are not in immediate contact with these 
acute breaks as are the practicing veterinar- 
ians. Results are what count and recogni- 
tion of same will come in course of time.”

MY OWN EXPERIENCE IN VACCINAT- 
ING ADULT INFECTED HERDS 
AGAINST BANG’S DISEASE, 


Most of my experience has been with 
adult infected herds where there has already 
been considerable trouble such as abortions, 
retained afterbirths, scours in calves, etc. 
In many of the herds there have been prev- 
ious attempts at control by blood test and 
slaughter method, or the attending veterin- 
arian has favored only calf vaccination. 
Most of the herds that have been vac- 
cinated by me have had. from 10% to 40% 
abortions usually within a recent short 
while. By adopting the plan of vaccinating 
every adult cow in the herd regardless of 
her past history and the present state of 
pregnancy, have been able to reduce the 
abortions to not more than 3%. These ab- 
ortions, of course, are the result of infec- 
tion of the animal before she was vaccinat- 
ed. As far as I know, there is no better 
way to control Bang’s disease than to vac- 
cinate such animals even though a small 
number of them will abort. 

nh my own practice I have vaccinated 
many adult infected herds and not had a 
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single abortion afterward, but we do not 
expect this in every herd. 


THE BANG’S VACCINE USED SHOULD 
BE SELECTED CAREFULLY. 

While there are Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try regulations governing the manufacture 
of all biologics, of which Bang’s Abortus 
vaccine is one, the author is convinced that 
there is a greater difference between differ- 
ent brands than many individuals realize. 
The results secured under field conditions 
indicate that this must be so. The regula- 
tions only cover the minimum standard that 
must be met by the market, which means 
that many lots no doubt are placed on the 
market that are lower in disease prevent- 
ing (antigenic) value than other lots. 

In 19385 there was made 177,156 cc of 
Bang’s vaccine for cattle and of this amount 
137,673 cc was found unfit for sale. More 
than 75% was unfit for sale, therefore des- 
troyed. 

In 1937 a total of 273,156 doses were 
manufactured, and of this number 29,929 
doses were found unfit for sale. No method 
of knowing how many doses only passed 
the minimum tests required. 

In 19388— 25,155 doses were condemned. 

In 1939— 76,523 doses were condemned. 

In 1940—173,982 doses were condemned. 

In 1941—257,561 doses were condemned. 

The fact should be kept in mind that. there 
has been a large increase in the amount of 


Bang’s Abortus vaccine now being made 
and many manufacturers now attempting to 
manufacture this product which evidently 
are not in a position to make a satisfactory 
product; but it is evident from these figures 
as well as from the results secured under 
field conditions that there is much differ- 
ence in the value of different lots of this 
vaccine, 


Basing my conclusion on these several 
factors I do not hesitate to state that in my 
opinion there is likely to be and often is 
considerable variation in the amount of pro- 
tection resulting from the use of different 
brands as well as different lots of Bang’s 
Abortus vaccine. It seems to me that the 
cattle owner could not possibly use too much 
care when selecting the veterinarian who is 
to vaccinate his herd. That there are many 
veterinarians who are poorly informed on 
Bang’s Abortus vaccine, we need but tell 
you that many are of the opinion that there 
are two vaccines to be used to protect cat- 
tle against Bang’s disease, and several of 
them have told their cattle owning clients 
that they did not know where to get the 
vaccine for adult cattle. We have had such 
inquiries directed to us also. 


From the manner in which favorable re- 
ports are piling up, it is evident that vac- 
cination of adult Bang’s infected cattle is 
on the increase and that it is the only prac- 
tical control method that can be economical- 
ly used today.

In the early weeks of 1940 at a meeting 
of Ohio breeders a public sale was discussed 
with some skepticism on the part of several 
breeders. In fact some of the breeders felt 
that the event would necessarily fail to at- 
tract any buyers and that the cattle would 
be sold for little more than beef prices. 
However, a few breeders were determined 
that Ohio like other states should offer cat- 
tle at auction to the growing number of 
people who were becoming more and more 
interested in Aberdeen-Angus cattle. This 
group managed to get the okay of the as- 
sembled crowd and plans went ahead to 
stage the auction. The event averaged just 
a little over $200.00, but that was consider- 
ably more than any consignor had expect- 
ed. However, that sale was just the be- 
ginning. The second sale went a little bet- 
ter on more cattle, and the third held last 
April went above the $250.00 mark. This 
past fall a smaller number of cattle went 
beyond the $325.00 mark. Just what have 
these auctions done for the breeders of 
Ohio? According to our way of thinking, 
the auctions have developed considerably 
more interest in the breed, have certainly 
placed a higher value on breeding stock, 
and have partially, although not fully taught 
breeders that well developed, attractively 
fitted cattle sell to better advantage, wheth- 
er the sale be one made privately or at 
public auction. 

Now that Ohio breeders are again plan- 
ning an auction, we should like to see every 
breeder who expects to consign any cattle 
to the event do their share to make the event

Remember that 
no one, even a novice cares particularly 
about buying a poor type animal, or a poor 
pedigree, or much less a thin animal. Noy 
even more so than ever, since the showin 
of cattle has been curtailed, the Public ye 
tion will become the display place for your 
cattle. It then is both necessary and jm. 
portant for the future of the breed. that sale 
cattle be well fitted and of the modern type 
Your competitors in other breeds will take 
over where you leave off or more likely go 
ahead of you, unless you continue to im- 
prove upon the type, the breeding and the 
condition of your public sale cattle. 
Another thing, and perhaps more impor- 
tant than any other is that private treaty 
demand for cattle seems to be guided by 
the demand that exists at auctions. There 
is no question that the average price re- 
ceived for cattle at auction determines the 
general average for cattle sold at private 
treaty. Consequently, every breeder who 
consigns cattle to an auction should con- 
sider whether or not the animal or animals 
he wishes to sell will tend to increase or de- 
crease the price that he expects to get for 
his cattle at private sale. If an animal is

The 
type must be more uniformly up-to-date, 
the breeding more attractive and the cattle 
must be brought to the sale in a more at- 
tractive sale condition.

Cold Saturday Sells Erian C. S., First Prize Senior Bull Calf at 
the 1942 Maryland State Fair, to Mr. Martin Vogel, Jr., Waver- 
ly Farms at Warrenton, Virginia. This makes the third son of 
Jock of Wheatland to sell this Fall at more than $2,000.00

Along about Thanksgiving day, Cold Sat- 
urday reported the sale of the young bull, 
Erian C. S. to Waverly Farms at Warren- 
ton, Virginia. The price was in excess of 
three thousand dollars and that’s a good 
sale. Again the dam is an outstanding fe- 
male. Cold Saturday has consistently add- 
ed one or two or more top females each 
year and the results are beginning to show 
more each year. We know that during the 
past fall Cold Saturday has sold three bulls; 
Cold Saturday Epponian to Ankony Farm; 
Jock’s Elban C. S. to R. W. Tenant and now 
Erian C. S. to Waverly Farms. That these 
bulls have been good individuals we need 
but to examine the 1942 Maryland State 
Fair records, for each was showed to good 
advantage, with the first winning his class 
and the senior championship; the second 
standing next to Anoka’s Repeater C. S., the 
Grand Champion of the show; and the third 
winning his class as a senior bull calf. 


All of these bulls are by Jock of Wheat- 
land, the very good breeding son of Repeat- 
er of Wheatland. Quite frequently we find 
a bull that nicks well with some cows in the 
herd, but Jock of Wheatland seems to nick 
very well with most of the cows at Cold 
Saturday, for the heifers they have offered 
and sold in the Maryland Sales have always 
been at the top of the list of sales, and have 
been in the top end of their classes at the 
show before the sale. 

Waverly Farms is a comparatively new 
herd. They have bought several females 
and we are happy that they selected the 
young bull, Erian C. S. We saw the bull a 
few weeks ago, and the more one looks at 
him the better one likes him. He has a very 
good quarter, plenty of depth of body and 
smoothness and is quite short legged. He 
has reason for this good type, for his sire is 
short legged enough, and so is his dam and 
it will be recalled that Erianna B. 7th stood 
next to Erianna B. 6th at the 1940 Interna- 
tional when the latter won the grand cham- 
pionship. 

The pedigree appears at the right and a 
study of it reveals much of the best breed- 
ing obtainable. First, Jock of Wheatland, 
then his sire, Repeater of Wheatland whose 
greatest calf from a show ring standpoint 
was Estamere, the 1938 International grand 
champion female. Just as a sidelight, but 
interesting, is the fact that both Erianna B. 
6th and Estamere, the two International 
grand champion females mentioned are in 
the same herd, Hardwick Farms, Cleveland, 
Tennessee. Each was bought at auction, 
the former at the Brown-Tudor Sale in 1941 
for $5,200.00 and the latter at J. Garrett 
Tolan’s 1939 Sale at $2,500.00. We might 
add that both are doing a good job at the 
Tennessee farm. 

| On the dam side, we find Erianna B. 

7th sired by Envious Blackcap B. 6th, the 

1939 International grand champion bull and 
she had for a dam Maple River Erianna 6th, 
one of the greatest producers in the John B. 
and Elliott Brown herd. 

We have an idea that when one buys fe- 
males of the kind that Erianna B. 7th is 
that they be certain to secure with such an 
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animal a pedigree that has the kind of ani- 
mals back of it to make it most attractive. 
Then, too, proper care of the calves will 
help, and too much credit cannot be given 
“Pete” McIver, Cold Saturday’s herdsman, 
for ever since he started at Cold Saturday 
Farm, the calves have looked better, been 
better developed and sold at far better 
prices. Our point in mentioning the above 
is first to give Mr. Mclver the credit due

not make a herd. Cattle, like anything must 


cattle to breeders who lack the facilities to 
care for their stock or who lack the help to 
give cattle a chance to prove their worth. 


How About Our Auction Sale Cattle? 


On many occasions we have used the 
Maryland Sales as examples of auctions 
that were really breed promotional. The fact 
that the cattle were carefully selected, well 
fitted, nicely bred and showed to advantage 
before the sale itself. 


The last two sales held by Maryland 
breeders, although they have had many good 
cattle have not been, in our mind, at least, 
as breed promotional. Some visitors have 
been disappointed and were frank enough 
to so state. Now, that a new year is soon 
to be here, what are we going to do about 
it. First, in what phase were some visitors 
disappointed, or in what phases? Maybe 
everyone will not agree, but we think there 
was some justification in this disappoint- 
ment. 

First of all the type of some of the cattle 
offered has not been up to the standards of 
Maryland’s slogan, “Come to Maryland for 
Quality”. Perhaps the type has been as 
good as in past sales, but that is not good 
enough, for other sections are coming fast 
and offering more uniformity, or we might 
state have offered a more uniform group of 
cattle with fewer individuals that didn’t 
meet the requirements. If we know Mary- 
land herds, and we think we do, the lack of 
this good uniformity in the sales is not be- 
cause Maryland breeders do not have the 
right kind. Rather that the demand for 
breeding stock has been such that they have 
repeatedly sold cattle at private treaty that 
should have been held for an auction. Not 
that the prices received by the breeders 
haven’t been such as to make a good sale 
and show a good profit, for they have been, 


but this demand has taken so many of the 
better cattle, that the average quality in the 
last two Maryland sales has been below 
expectations. 


This situation should be changed if Mary- 
land breeders are desirous of keeping ahead 
or keeping up with other eastern sections. 
With a National Show and Sale set for Chi- 
cago early in March, to which event, we 
hope several Maryland herds will consign 
the different breeders should retain for this 
sale some of their real tops and must get 
them ready, for there will be competition 
aplenty. A regional show and sale is also 
planned and it is not too early to start pre- 
paring for that event. With the rationing 
of gasoline to be considered, every breeder 
must to a large extent be his own selection 
committee, and should consider whether or 
not the animal he plans to enter is good 
enough to make a favorable impression. If 
not, select a better one, and use a brush, 
feed regularly and well and when sale date 
comes, you’ll not be disappointed as to the 
outcome, nor will your consignment fail to 
properly promote your herd and the breed 
as a whole. 

Still another thing in presenting cattle at 
auction to the public is the fact that unless 
every consignment is good, the better cattle 
sell for less than they have a right to bring. 
Unfortunately, a sale committee cannot sell 
all the top cattle at one time, thus establish- 
ing a good price level. If such were done, 
the consignors with the less desirable cattle 
would make a squawk, although it would be 
to their advantage to sell the cattle accord- 
ing to their placings.

better ones come in to the sale, the process 
of working up to a good selling price must 
be done all over again. So by not being 
careful of our selection of sale cattle, and 
not fitting them properly, we not only lose 
ourselves profit and prestige, but do the 
same for our fellow breeders. 

With the ever increasing demand for good 
pure bred breeding stock, there is no rea- 
son for not offering to interested prospect- 
ive breeders, cattle that will serve to pro- 
mote the breed at all times. 

As 1942 goes into history and 1943 be- 
gins, we trust that every Maryland breeder 
will do his or her share toward keeping the 
Maryland slogan, “Come to Maryland for 
Quality” as it should be kept, truth and not 
just ballyhoo.

Eastern Regional Sale, April 20th and 21y 


A telegram informs us that along with 
the suggestions and co-sponsorship of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, the Eastern Regional Show and Sale 
will be held at Trenton, New Jersey, on 
April 20th and 21st. 

Plans are to offer between one hundred 
fifty and two hundred head of the most se- 
lect cattle in the east at this event. The 
cattle will come from Virginia, Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New York and 
the New England states. Each of the dif- 
ferent state associations are now complet- 
ing plans to make this event one of the big- 
gest and finest live stock sales ever held in 
the east. 

Trenton, New Jersey, with good hotel 
accommodations, good rail facilities and ade- 
quate buildings should prove a real site for 
the sale. It is centrally located and should 
prove ideal in getting cattle to the sale and 
in moving them out after the event. 

We do not as yet have details of the 
event, but we do feel certain that eastern 
breeders will co-operate to the best of their 
ability in promoting this show and sale. We 
must keep up some kind of a show for the 
breed in the east as well as other sections 
of the country. This sale can and we think 
will be a real breed promotional factor in 
maintaining and stimulating necessary in- 
terest and enthusiasm in the breed. 


There have been few sales staged in the 
East in recent years at which we haven’t 
been in attendance, and we know that no 
one need worry about sacrificing any cattle 
if they are good enough.

Some weeks ago we wrote to Mr. L, L. 
“Tiny” Little, Superintendent of Oldfields 
and requested that he advise us concerning 
the business he has done since coming to 
Oldfields last March.

George E. Moore, Hebron, Maryland, go ten 
heifers and a bull calf. The bull calf was 
sired by Imported Jungle Eric, who heads 
the Glenangus herd owned by Mr. Larry 
McPhail. Quite a number of bulls have also 
been sold, one going as far south as Tampa, 
Florida. 


With the interest that prevails and the 
many good cattle that have been added to 
their breeding herd this past year, we can 
expect much from the Galena, Maryland, 
herd in years to come.

We have so often been asked how this farm was named that we are taking this opportunity of 
answering the question for the Aberdeen-Angus fraternity. According to the old deed which 
hangs on our wall, the King of England in 1765, through his Lieutenant-General and Chief Gov- 
ernor of the Province of Maryland, deeded or patented a certain tract of land consisting of 248 
Acres to one Michael Huff of Philadelphia, and in the deed refers to the tract as Cold Saturday. 
The survey was made in January of the same year and we believe that this accounts for the 
name. There is an interesting clause in the patent which says that Michael Huff and his heirs 
are to have and to hold Cold Saturday forever, “yielding and paying therefore yearly at our 
City of St. Mary’s at the two most usual feasts of the year, viz. the Feast of the Annunciation | 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary and the Feast of St. Michael the Arch-Angel, by equal and even por- | 
tions the rent of nine shillings and eleven pence halfpenny sterling in silver or gold.”

weeks. Such handling is not conducive ¢ 
good business and doesn’t tend to sell cattle 
A little clean straw doesn’t cost much com. 
pared to what it may mean in the sale of 
cattle. When we show cattle, we always 
groom them, and as far as it is possible the 
_— should be kept in an attractive condi- 
ion. 

Another quite common fault is, we think 
the matter of “roughing the cattle and the 
young heifers through the winter.” We 
don’t mean that breeders should grain their 
cow herds, necessarily. But the young cat- 
tle, the heifers and younger bulls that they 
may offer for sale at a later date need some 
feed to develop properly. A regular feed of 
grain every day will keep cattle in good 
condition and when they are selected later 
to be put into an auction or are showed to 
some prospective buyer they will make a 
better appearance and the dollars will come 
back in good proportion for the feed given 
them. From the standpoint of the strictest 
economy it is wise to keep cattle thriving, 
and without plenty of feed they cannot 
thrive. Especially in winter, cattle need 
some feed, for some of the feed is used to 
keep cattle warm.

other. If so, and the calves that the old bull 
gets are inferior, they are paying each ye 
for a good herd bull and not getting the 
use of one. One of the most “bull minded” 
breeders that we know is Mr. Sam C. Fy. 
lerton, Jr., of Sunbeam Farms, Miami, Okla. 
homa. He doesn’t believe that one bull can 
be successfully mated to all of the cows 
Nor does he believe that any cow will pro. 
duce good calves merely because she is bred 
to a well bred bull. Cows should be select- 
ed to breed to the different herd bulls a¢- 
cording to what faults they may have and 
what is wanted to be corrected. However 
do not forget the value in a pedigree. For 
a herd bull sired by a good bull and out of 
a good cow will be more likely to sire better 
pose hg than one whose pedigree lacks good 
cattle. 


Another thing is checking the cow herd. 
With present prices of beef cattle, breeders 
are foolish not to cull their poorer produc- 
ing cows out and market them to the pack- 
ers. As is the case with breeders and their 
bulls, so too, do many breeders keep old 
cows who never have produced a good calf 
no matter to what kind of a bull they were 
bred. Poor cows have no place in pure bred 
breeding herds. In fact they have really no 
place in commercial breeding herds and the 
commercial breeder who does the best job 
constantly culls his cow herd, and each year 
notices that his calves are more uniform and 
sell to better advantage. That’s good busi- 
ness, and if it’s good business for the breed- 
er who is producing feeder calves, why isn’t 
it better business for the man who calls 
himself a pure bred breeder. Perhaps sen- 
timent has something to do with it. We 
don’t know, but the breeder who keeps the 
cows who fail to produce good calves, not

Wildwood Farms Sell Kedar Bandolier the 
1940 International Junior Champion Bull 
to Mr. Hans Isbrandtsen, Owner of H. I.

A number of readers will recall a gentle- 
man sitting on the seats at a Michigan sale 
a couple of years ago. This gentleman was 
intent on getting a few of the top breeding 
females offered in that sale, and never fail- 
ed to buy an animal, once he had started to 
bid. This was Mr. Hans Isbrandtsen, of 
Bayshore, Long Island, New York. The 
owner of H. I. Farm secured quite a number 
of heifers that day, and all of them were 
well bred cattle. We understand that they 
developed into very good producing cows. 
Again last fall, Mr. Isbrandtsen attended 
an auction. This was the record breaking 
Dutchess County Breeders’ Sale. As at 
Michigan, once he started to bid, he bought 
those animals that he wanted. We are of 
the opinion that he secured some really top 
heifers, both individually and from the 
standpoint of breeding. 


For some time Mr. Isbrandtsen had been 
looking for a bull to head the herd. He 
wasn’t interested in the ordinary herd bull, 
but wanted something better, in fact, a bull 
whose individuality had been proven in the 
show ring, and whose pedigree was such 
that he could rightly expect the bull to 


prove a good sire. Since many of 
the good females he had earlier 
acquired came from Wildwood 
Farms at Lake Orion, Michigan, it 
wasn’t surprising that he should 
visit Mr. Scripps’ herd to look for 
a bull. He came expecting to buy 
a full brother to Kedar Bandolier, 
but after spending some time look- 
ing at the bulls, decided he would 
prefer to own the junior champion and ac- 
cording to Mr. Sidney Smith, Wildwood 
Farms’ manager, promptly purchased the 
1940 International junior champion. 


Kedar Bandolier’s calves at Wildwood are 
good and Wildwood wasn’t at all anxious 
to sell the bull. Yet, they priced him and 
he now heads the H. I. Farm herd. The 
mere fact that Kedar Bandolier was good 
enough to win the International junior 
championship suffices as to his type and 
quality.

Or Should we say Lack of News? Which is it and Why? Opin- 
ions Differ, but we Feel Certain that Indiana Breeders are not 
taking Advantage of their Opportunities to Secure the Publicity 
that will Help to Create More and Better Business for Them- 


selves as Individual Breeders and for the Other Hoosier Herds.

ud oodles from Indiana readers won- 
. ing why there isn’t more news from the 
_ and also a letter telling us that we 
pon to try to get Indiana breeders more 
a izant of the value of more and better 
vublicity, serves as reason enough for the 
rallowing comments. It is not our purpose 
to try to tell Hoosier breeders what to do, 
rather to suggest and try to give reason for 


the suggestions, that might serve to im- 


prove their business. 

Indiana breeders are selling cattle, they 
are getting a certain amount of good regu- 
iar business. But are they getting their 
share of the top sales? Are they doing their 
share to promote top sales for themselves 
or other Indiana breeders? We rather think 
they are not “following through” their sales 
with the little things that would please their 
buyers, like a visit to the new breeder’s 
farm, a note to the breed paper telling of 
the sale, and requesting that it be publish- 
ed, Sure, we can learn that Mr. Smith sold 
acow to Mr. Jones, but can we learn what 
cow, What was the sire, what was the dam, 
where Mr. Jones farm is located and what 
he expects to do in the business of breed- 
ing Aberdeen-Angus. Not alone from the 
pleasure the new buyer will receive, do we 
request this information. For the publicity 
that is given the seller on a sale, large or 
small is to his direct advantage. Everyone 
likes to buy from a busy operator. He knows 
that the busy breeder is interested in his 
cattle and he knows too that his purchases 
fom a busy breeder will be followed 
through with advice on sound practices of 
herd management, little tips that will help 
to breed and sell cattle. 

You need not be an advertiser to have 
access to the news section of the Indiana 
pages. But to use them, you must forward 
by letter details of the sale, the number and 
the breeding of the cattle, the purchasers 
name and address, where his farm is located 
if not at his own address, and any other in- 
formation that would be readable and of 
value to him or to yourself. If you send 
pictures of the cattle sold or of the sire of 
the cattle you must be willing to pay the 
cost of the half tone. Now, does it seem 
worthwhile to you as breeders of the beef 
breed that is making the fastest strides ev- 
erywhere in the country? In every issue of 
the Journal, you can find where a man from 
a state rather far removed from another 
state will either have visited a farm and 
purchased or purchased by mail or tele- 
phone, a bull or some heifers. The fact, 
that a buyer is willing to travel or to buy 
on order a group of cattle from some dis- 
tant state means that he is unable to find 
that for which he is looking nearby or be- 
cause of some publicity that the seller has 
set out, he is willing to pay the extra ex- 
pense, both personal and freight on cattle, 
and likely goes by many herds that could 
just as easily supply his needs. The seller 
may not be a good salesman, or the best 
breeder, or have the best cattle, but he def- 
Initely is a promoter of the breed and his 
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own business. And because of his promo- 
tional efforts, he does more business and 
likely gets better prices and more profit. 
Perhaps some readers may think that the 
Journal doesn’t offer the readers the public- 
ity agency they can secure elsewhere. That 
might be a debatable question. But, take 
the time to look through the survey on Sales 
(auction sales) held in 1942, Spring and 
Fall. You will find it on pages twenty, 
twenty-one and on through page twenty- 
four. That analysis required a lot of time 
and a constant check of every buyer at pub- 
lie auction of the more than seventy sales 
staged in 1942. It offers a lot of informa- 
tion as to what the cattle are doing when 
presented to the public at auction. With 
more than ten thousand regular readers, we 
think the Journal is the best medium for 
Aberdeen-Angus news and advertising that 
you can secure. We do not state it (the 
Journal) doesn’t need improvement. But 
does it offer the advertiser anything but ten 
thousand names to whom to tell your story ? 
Take another look at that survey and note 
that 88% of the 4,946 cattle reported sell- 
ing in 78 sales or a total of 4,105 head were 
sold to paid subscribers of the Journal. How

money. That’s not the purpose nor the re- 
sult. Just suppose that there were no Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeders advertising their 
herds. Suppose there was no magazine that 
would sell space to Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers. Suppose that no means of printed ad- 
vertising was available to Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders. We doubt if the breed would or 
could live long without advertising. Con- 
sequently if advertising is necessary to the 
advancement of the breed, to the general 
promotion of the business as a whole, it be- 
comes even more necessary to the individual 
breeders who really want to breed and sell 
foundation stock. We get letters every now 
and then, from breeders who state that 
through the Journal’s advertising, the only 
medium they use, they get inquiries and 
subsequent sales for more cattle than they 
have on hand, and more than they have 
acres enough to produce. We should like 
to see more Indiana breeders in the Jour- 


nal’s advertiser’s list. For we feel certain — 
that an advertiser will more than a reader — 
be apt to send along some news about his © 
herd, about his sales, about his purchases, in — 


fact anything that might concern his Aber- 
deen-Angus herd. Another thing is that the 
operation of a herd of breeding cattle today 
requires advertising more than it did a few 
months ago. There isn’t now, and the 
chances are that for some months at least 
there will not be available sufficient gaso- 
line and rubber, for prospective buyers to 
travel in a general direction visiting herds 
to look for cattle that they may buy.

The catalog proper contained twenty-nine 
bulls and thirty-four females. The largest 
number of females ever to sell at Colum- 
bus, for this has heretofore been strictly a 
bull market. Morning of the sale found the 
number offered changed quite a little, for 
the breeders were offering thirty-one bulls 
and forty-one females, a total of seventy- 
two head that averaged $268.99 when the 
day’s tally was completed. 


As this has been a bull market the herd 
sire prospects were sold first. This end of 
the auction moved rapidly, so rapidly that 
many bidders went home without a bull and 
a number of ranchers did not buy as many 
prospects as they intended to buy at the 
start of the sale.

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Down Texas Way 


My Dear Old Dad had a wonderful ‘philosophy of life. He al- 
ways said: “Give Credit where Credit is Due” and that’s the 
thing | shall try to do in this brief sketch which has to do 
with our good friend Tommy Brook, of Camp San Saba, Texas.

HEN WE FIRST MET Tommy 
Brook, quiet, unassuming young 
man from Camp San Saba, Texas, 
who had been reared in a Here- 
ford atmosphere under the tute- 
lage of his brother Jamie, we 
were impressed with his sincerity 
of purpose and knowledge of beef 

cattle. On this occasion he was “mussing 

around” some Aberdeen-Angus cattle. It 
was not long until he had gained ownership 
of a group of these black cows. His exper- 
ience with them was sufficiently gratifying 
to cause him to dispose of his other cattle 
interests and launch into the production and 
distribution of Aberdeen-Angus cattle on 
his own fine ranch located at the old camp 
cite. In these grand pastures today can be 
found the piles of stone and the foundations 
for the old fortifications located along the 
San Saba river which divides his properties 
from that of his brother Jamie, one of the 
leading characters in Hereford breeding in 
the great southwest. The T Half H Ranch 
property belonging to Tommy Brook is an 
ideal cattle paradise, there is an abundance 
of excellent grass, plenty of shade, and an 
unlimited supply of clear, cool water 
emanating from everlasting springs and 


flowing down through the pastures most 
conveniently. 


It was a pleasure later to tramp through 
these pastures with Tommy Brook, to see 
the large band of sheep clearing the under 
brush, the flock of wild turkeys, and a 
bunch or two of wild deer grazing leisurely 
until we had neared them. And above all 
to see the happy Bonnie Blacks feeding and 
resting there in the shade along the banks 
of these little streams fed by the springs. 
Besides the pens of Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
we found in the sale lots, there was a group 
of young cattle in one of the barns that 
were being fitted for show or sale, the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cows and their calves were 
out in an open pasture, and they looked 
mighty well as they stowed away that na- 
tive grass, rich and strong in the elements 
that make for sturdiness and good fleshing. 


So imbued with the doctrine of Aberdeen- 
Angus possibilities in Texas Tommy Brook 
set out to really introduce the breed to his 
friends and cattlemen generally throughout 
that state. Realizing that he would be un- 
able with his new and small herd for that 
section of the country, to supply the bull 
needs of these men Tommy Brook set about 
locating and distributing bulls purchased in

With the accomplishments noted, we hope 
and feel sure that Virginia breeders will 

now follow through, carry on and keep 
heading forward. There are plans to stage 
several sales in the state this spring, plans 
to consign cattle to several important 
regional and we hope to the National Sale 
and Show (Designated as Sale and Show by 

Secretary W. H. Tomhave to be certain that 
all interested parties realize that all cattle 
exhibited will be offered for sale in the auc- 
tion that follows the event) and plans to 
stage the best Fall Show and Sale ever held 
in Virginia. To every breeder who plans 
on consigning one or more cattle to one or 
more sales, we say first; select only your 
good quality right type cattle for the sale 
or sales. No-one attends an auction to buy 
culls, and culls in an auction do not promote 
the breed. Nor do they sell for prices that 
will satisfy the consignors. Secondly, we 
say, study the pedigree. Is it good enough 
to attract the prospective buyer? Has the 
dam been a good producer or an irregular 
one? In other words get individuality with 
good breeding. Next get the animal or ani- 
mals in the barn, NOW. We don’t mean a 
week or two weeks from now or a month. 
Do it NOW. Not even an expert feeder 
and fitter can properly fit any pasture con- 
dition animal in two months or even three. 
Ask the breeders who sell cattle at consist- 
ently higher prices whether or not it pays 
to “get cattle ready” and you’ll find they’ll 
tell you that good sales result from proper 
fitting. Last, don’t forget that you must 
try to help publicize your own cattle. Give 
the sale manager the data concerning your 
entries as soon as possible, get good photo- 
graphs if possible, advertise where you 
wish, but advertise. If such a program 
would be followed by all breeders consign- 
ing cattle to the auctions, there is no telling 
what strides Aberdeen-Angus cattle might 
make despite the curtailment of the live- 
stock shows, which have been the show 
window of the breed,

men cattle would look a little farther ahead, 
the breed would make more and more 
friends and more and more new breeders 
would be entering the business. Nothing 
can hurt the breed or the breeders’ business 
more or quicker than to sell inferior breed- 
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ing cattle to some new breeder who wants 
to establish a good breeding ‘herd. For he 
will soon learn that advantage had been 
taken of his lack of knowledge and in place 
of proudly showing his cattle to friends and 
prospective breeders he will perhaps advise 
them that the breeder with whom he did 
business was unfair, and no end of criticism 
can be expected, all of which tends to harm 
the breed and the business. 

Then promoting your own herd. No one 
but yourself can give the herd the publicity 
it may merit. People all over like to buy 
and breed cattle that are popular, and this 
popularity can be readily seen in the public- 
ity that breeders buy and get. With travel 
as uncertain as it is, and the necessity to 
conserve on time spent in travelling, breed- 
ers will have to pay more attention to their 
publicity. We have talked to many who 
state that, where a few months ago, they 
had steady streams of visitors looking at 
their herds, they now have ‘only an occa- 
sional visitor. Yet, cattle are still selling 
and will keep being sold. The breeder who 
tells the prospective buyers about what he 
has for sale will get the bulk of this busi- 
ness. For the buyer is going to go where 
he expects to find what he wants. So in 
your publicity, advise readers what you do 
have for sale. And right here, we make a 
plea to breeders. Read and answer your 
inquiries. Too many breeders, who adver- 
tise and who get inquiries for cattle, fail to 
answer their letters on time, and much busi- 
ness is lost for them that they could easily 
have had. It may be necessary to type out 
more pedigrees, answer more letters and 
spend more time doing the selling part of 
the job than has been the case, but the 
breeder who will do that job well, will not 
lack business, and will show a profit year 
in and year out. 

After making a sale, write a note to the 
Journal, giving us the information about 
the breeding of the cattle, and tell the 
readers that you are doing business. The 
buyer will appreciate reading that he pur- 
chased some cattle, and the publicity to you 
will be of good value. However, merely 
stating that you sold six cows and a bull 
to Mr. Smith does not give information 
enough to be readable, and we ask that you 
let us have the details of the breeding, and 
pictures of the cattle sold, if you have them.

The Aberdeenshire of America Reviews 1942’s 
Business, Showing an Excellent Demand for Both 
Their Breeding Cattle and Their Feeder Calves.

In our advertising on the following page 
we have endeavored to present in a con- 
densed form the sales of the Mercer County 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association dur- 
ing the preceding twelve months’ period, 
wishing in this way to impress upon the 
public the success of those engaging in the 
business, and the desirability of the county 
as a source for future purchases. These 
numerous sales representing cattle from 
sixty-two different individual herds neces- 
sarily included cattle representative of all 
of the various grades the public requires. 
In the following brief mention of some of 
the transactions we will endeavor to call at- 
tention to some most interesting sales. 

In point of numbers to an individual pur- 
chaser, of course the sale of one-hundred 
fifty-three steer calves to that most suc- 
cessful International exhibitor, John Mom- 
msen, Miles, Iowa, leads.

Second high selling female was Blackcap 
Effie 78th of Greenview 624024 selling bred 
to Effileenmere 566863. She was sold in 
our March sale by L. McWhorter & Son for 
$750.00 to J. Garrett Tolan in whose June 
sale she was the third high selling female. 

Largest individual purchase of registered 
cattle was that of thirty-seven head to Mr. 
Herbert Schiffer, West Chester, Pennsyl- 
vania. Several letters received since all re- 
port them doing well. Second largest pur- 
chaser was Mr. Frank Gilmore, Libertyville, 
Illinois. His purchases have been made in 
our two sales, seventeen in our March sale 
and nine additional purchases in our Oc- 
tober sale. This also speaks well for his 
original purchase. 

The first cattle sold in recent years to go 
to Canada were those purchased in our 
March sale by Mr. H. C. McLaughlin, Galt, 
Ontario, Canada.

Range Loss May Add To Present Beef Shortages 


(Editor’s Note: This is the 6th article of a 

series, ‘‘Feed to Speed War Production”, 

published to aid the Food for Freedom 
program.) 


Thousands of pounds of beef needed to 
help offset shortages in the United States 
will be lost this winter unless immediate 
steps are taken, livestock authorities say. 


The danger 


is especially great because 


losses are less apparent than if the meat 
were visible to the average person they add, 
and it is less apparent, though serious, in 


the Cotton Belt. 


This threat to the nation’s beef supply— 
preventable by feeding small amounts of 
cottonseed cake or meal, peanut meal or 


other protein concentrates—consists 


of 


losses of weight in range cattle (even deaths 
in some cases), failure to produce calves, 


and the production of weak, light calves. 


That losses are just as real as if they 
consisted of beef spoiling on a_ shipping 
platform is evident from such statements 
as this quotation from a Department of 


Agriculture Yearbook: 


“In the range country of the Southwest 


and in the Southern 


States, particularly 


along the Gulf Coast, thousands of cattle 
have to depend upon range the year round; 
as a result, death losses are usually quite 


heavy, and while the majority 


come 


through, the ill effects of undernutrition 
are usually clearly revealed in their poor 


condition and small size.”

two of cottonseed cake or peanut or cotton- 
seed meal, daily, to prevent this loss at a 
very small cost, feeding authorities expect 
past losses to be reduced sharply in the 
winter of 1942-43 by better feeding and 
management. 


Deceptively-mild weather, changed over- 
night by blizzards and “northers”, and 
abundant grass low in feed value are two 
factors accounting for relatively large 
losses in the South and Southwest, exper- 
ience shows. Sudden weather changes are 
familiar to every cowman, but many do not 
realize how quickly and early range and 
pasture grass loses its protein and mineral 
content. 


Experiment Station tests in the South- 
west during 1941 show that grass samples, 
some collected as early as October 15, pro- 
vided only one-fourth of the digestible pro- 
tein and less than one-half of the phos- 
phorus needed to maintain pregnant beef 
cows. Authorities found that grasses 
analyzed would not meet maintenance needs 
after frost, and pointed out that need for 
the protein supplement became greater as 
the season advanced, 


Danger of losses can be virtually elimin- 
ated by the simple method of feeding small 
amounts of available supplies of protein 
concentrates, a consistent practice of many 
successful cattlemen. Time is important, 
cattlemen have found; fall “caking” should 
start early to prevent loss of weight and 
condition that cannot be regained _later. 
Early feeding, continued longer, even 
though smaller daily amounts are fed, is 
better than heavier feeding after cattle are 
losing weight. 


Breeding cows, on range or fed roughage, 
can be kept thrifty and in good condition on 
1 to 2 pounds of cottonseed cake, daily per 
head, except when severe cold requires * 
pounds per head. Herd bulls require ie 
to 3 pounds, daily per head; calves, 1 to 
pounds; and 1 to 3 pounds of cottonset 
cake or meal will keep yearlings and two- 
year-olds growing. Where farm roughages 
are available—such as silage, hay, —s 
fodder, cottonseed hulls and others—these 
amounts may be fed with these roughages.

I doubt very much if any breeder has had 
a more perfect day for an auction, nor if 
any one man had cut any deeper into his 
herd in order to make a real auction for a 
first public production sale. 


Mr. Chilen offered a number of outstand- 
ing individuals, in fact, we did not exactly 
expect to see such quality in such a number 
of the younger bulls selling, along with 
twelve members of the Chilen show herd, 
including Eona May’s Major 2d, a son of 
Quality Sunbeam 9th. This was a proven 
sire, grand champion at three shows this 
year and out of Eona May 19th, a wonder- 
ful producing cow, the mother of the high- 
est priced bulls that Chilens have sold at 
private treaty in the past. 


While this proven sire did not top the sale 
he did sell at a bargain price to Leinwebber 
Brothers, Frankfort, Kansas, and he was al- 
so the sire of Sultannah’s Major, second top 
bull selling to Penney & James, Hamilton, 
Missouri. The top bull of the day was a 
little January 1, 1942 calf, son of Apple- 
wood Bandolier 62d. This youngster was 
not in the show string, but was every bit as 
good as any in the show herd, and a real 


prospect that was purchased by Dr. T. C. 
Guthrie, Smithville, Arkansas, for only four 
hundred and fifty dollars. This was one of 
the bargains of the season for animals of 
the same quality have been selling else- 
where at prices much more than he brought 
at Clay Center, Kansas, on this day. 


Actually, I do not know of any other sale 
this fall where top quality prospects sold at 
prices so reasonable, in fact, the females 
proved this when members of the show herd 
sold under two hundred dollars.

Only the 
choicest bulls were selected from outstand- 
ing herds to head this herd of cows, the 
usual price paid for herd sires was five 
hundred dollars. The herd continued to 
grow and in 1938 a sale was held that re- 
duced the number to a small, but choice 
group of registered cows, topped with two 
fine bulls. Blackbirdmere 540575 by Reve- 
mere of Wheatland 12th and College Clover- 
mere 522934 from the University herd at 
Lincoln, Nebraska. College Clovermere was 
the grand champion calf at the Columbus. 
Nebraska sale in 1938, being the top animal 
of that sale. 

Greenwood Ranch sells bulls mostly to 
Sand Hill trade in Nebraska, Wyoming, 
Colorado and Idaho and in 1926 thev had
